Desiring to celebrate the holidays 
in the open, three prisoners in the 
county jail here 
made good 
their 
break for liberty Friday afternoon, 
after knocking Tom Ned, acting jail­ 
er, in the head, then gagging him. 
The three men are desperate crim­ 
inals, and each has a long term iii 
prison awaiting him. 
With the ten 
years each received in the Wise coun­ 
ty district court for theft and bur­ 
glary, one has a sentence of 78 years 
and the two others 70 years each. 
They have been tried and convicted 
in T arrant and other counties, and 
following their trials and convictions 
here, were aw aiting the penitentiary 
agent for transfer to tho state pris­ 
on. 
The three men are Jack Stewart, 
Floyd Seay and Ralph King. 
At the request of Stewart. Jailer 
Noel took him to a local barber shop 
to have some tonsorial work done 
shortly after one o’clock. 
After the 
barber shop was visited, Noel accom­ 
panied bls prisoner back to the jail, 
and as Noel stooped to unlock the cell 
pastor First Bap- . (p,o r. stew art struck him on the head 
“Mark up my j with a piece of broomstick. The jail­ 
er tell, but jumped up and grappled 
with the prisoner, and for a few 
moments Noel was winner of the con­ 
test,

unlocked before

and grabbing the jailer’s pistol one 
of the prisoners hit him over 
the 
head, khocking him unconscious. 
He 
was tied and gagged and left on the 
floor, while the three men walked 
down the stairs and out to freedom. 
■ They went south thru the side street, 
west of the Messenger 0fH(,e, lmek ot 
the west block. 
Arriving in the resi­ 
dential section, just off the southwest 
corner of the square, they saw At­ 
torney ll. E. Lobdell, with his son. 
J drive an automobile in the Lobdell 
I garage. 
Accosting Lobdell. the men 
demanded the car. 
Lobdell endeav­ 
ored to argue the m atter "itll the 
men, when one o f them punched him 
in the side with the pistol, tolling 
the attorney to hand over .the car 
keys immediately. 
Lobdell complied 
with the command, and the prisoners 
departed with his car. 
Shortly after­ 
w ards the auto was found abandoned 
near the Baptist College. 
About nim* 
o’cloik that night the three men h - 
iucked a limn on the road near Bojd, 
taking his car, and last heard of the 
trio they were heading 
las.
